Military takes on illegal lumber trade in Afghanistan

merican military units in Afghani- 

stan’s Kunar province are targeting 

what officials say is one of the most 

lucrative methods of funding insur- 
gent groups: smuggling timber. 

It’s been going on for years. But Ameri- 
can military officials say the smuggling net- 
works have been “practically untouched” 
because of a familiar problem — a lack of 
troops.

“Mostly, the units before us did not have 
the troop strength that we have to combat 
the problem,” said Lt. Col. Mark O’Donnell, 
commander of the 1st Battalion, 32nd In- 
fantry Regiment, also known as Task Force 
Chosin. 

“Until Afghan officials can get a hold on 
how to fix this, we’ll fix it the best we know 
how,” O’Donnell said in an Army press re- 
lease. “And that’s with strategic operations. 
In the future, hopefully, things will be dif- 
ferent, but for now we will handle the prob- 
lem as it is.” 





While the military did not provide spe- 
cific financial figures, officials said the ille- 
gal timber trade is even more lucrative than 
gem and drug smuggling. 

The trade mirrors similar networks 
funding militant groups in neighboring 
Pakistan. 

In areas like the Swat Valley, Pakistani 
Taliban members have raised funds through 
the illegal timber trade, kidnappings for 
ransom, smuggling drugs and even robbing 
banks.

U.S. military puts footage 
on Facebook, YouTube

KABUL — The U.S. military 
on Wednesday released a grainy 
video of a grenade explosion that 
killed two Afghans and wounded 
more than 50, while President 
Hamid Karzai ordered a gov- 
ernment investigation into the 
incident.

day in the northeastern province 
of Kunar. 

A crowd of several dozen Af- 
ghans had gathered to watch the 
soldiers work. Then a bright flash 
can be seen. The camera zooms 
out and the Afghans hurriedly 
flee the crowded marketplace. 

Some Afghan witnesses and 
officials, including Afghanistan’s 
Ministry of Education, accused a 
U.S. soldier on Tuesday of throw- 
ing the grenade. But U.S. mili- 
tary officials and the Ministry 
of Interior said fragments from 
a Russian-made grenade were 
found at the site, and blamed an 
insurgent in the crowd for throw- 
ing the weapon.

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Timber: Strategic outposts have put dent in trade

The Pakistani military has 
been fighting in Swat, where a 
deal had been struck between 
the government and militants to 
allow the groups to impose strict 
Islamic law in exchange for halt- 
ing attacks. 

That deal, widely criticized by 
the U.S. and other nations, col- 
lapsed in April, leading to the 
Pakistani military operations. 

Another militant group in east- 
ern Afghanistan, the Haqqani 
network, also allegedly uses the 
illegal timber trade to fund its 
fighters and operations. 

The Haqqani network, which 
is independent of, but allied with, 
the Afghan Taliban, is considered 
one of the more sophisticated mil- 


itant groups in Afghanistan and is 
alleged to have conducted, among 
others, the Serena Hotel attacks 
in January 2008 and the Indian 
Embassy bombing in Kabul last 
July. 

During the Afghan-Soviet war, 
the network received funding and 
training from both Pakistani and 
American intelligence services. 
But in more recent years, offi- 
cials have alleged, the Haqqani 
network has turned to timber 
smuggling and works closely with 
foreign militant groups, including 
al-Qaida. 

In Kunar province, American 
officials said, most of the illegal 
timber comes from the Koren- 
gal Valley and is moved down the 
Kunar River. The timber is load- 


ed onto the backs of donkeys and 
transported across the border. In 
Pakistan, it is used to make ex- 
pensive furniture. 

According to military officials, 
the timber trade in Kunar has 
been documented by cameras on 
American unmanned aerial ve- 
hicles, or UAVs. 

“We have plenty of footage,” 
Capt. Nathaniel Muller, com- 
mander of Company D, 1st Bat- 
talion, 32nd Infantry Regiment, 
said in the Army release. 

“What we’ve observed is a 
well-oiled process. These guys 
have been doing this for awhile 
and have their routine down to a 
science. Although the procedure 
may seem primitive, it works, and 
more lumber than we can imag- 


ine has been smuggled over the 
border in this way.” 

The unit has constructed “stra- 
tegic outposts” specifically to tar- 
get the timber trade, Miller said. 

“The outposts have definitely 
put a dent in the process,” he 
said. “Smugglers go so far with 
the wood and realize they can’t 
move with the same ease. They 
get to that point and simply dump 
the timber.” 

Miller’s troops say there’s evi- 
dence their efforts are working. 

“We are also experiencing more 
focused attacks on our strategic 
outposts,” he said. “The enemy 
is mad that we are putting a stop 
to this and are illustrating that 
through more vicious attacks.”

Oth- 
ers said they saw a soldier reach into his pocket and 
throw a grenade. 

Those allegations appear to have been discredited 
because of the fragment of the Russian grenade that 
was found, and show the difficult environment U.S. 
forces face in trying to win over conservative Afghan 
tribes that live near the Pakistan border.

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Marine judge clarifies rules on ‘legal’ drugs 
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Ruling in Okinawa case points to modification of code that bans being high

CAMP FOSTER, Okinawa — A recent 
ruling by a Marine judge serves as a warn- 
ing to any servicemember who is caught 
with one of the many “legal” herbs and de- 
signer drugs that haven’t been banned by 
military officials yet. 

Just because a substance may not be 
technically illegal doesn’t mean its use or 
distribution is not punishable under the 
Uniform Code of Military Justice, Lt. Col. 
David Jones ruled during the court-mar- 
tial of Lance Cpl. Dante Robert Larry last 
week. 

During Larry’s three-day trial, the de- 
fense argued that Spice, a herbal alterna- 
tive to marijuana sold in head shops as 
incense or an air freshener, was not banned 
by Marines at the time Larry distributed 
the substance on Camp Courtney in De- 
cember 2007. 

But Jones denied the defense’s motion to

dismiss the charges, stating that the De- 
partment of Defense had modified Article 
112 of the UCMJ several years ago to cover 
such cases. 

The modification was made when it be- 
came apparent to Defense officials that 
there were substances being marketed that 
had not yet been made illegal that could im- 
pair a servicemember’s ability to perform 
their duty, Jones said. 

To cover such cases, Article 112a covers 
both drinking alcohol and being high — no 
matter the source of the high — while on 
duty. 

Jones ruled that possessing such a sub- 
stance and intending to distribute it with 
the intent to get high was a violation of Ar- 
ticle 112a. 

He likened it to glue sniffing — owning 
glue is not illegal, but the act of sniffing 
glue could be deemed so, he said. 

The seven-member jury panel found 
Larry guilty and sentenced him to six 
months in the brig and a bad-conduct 
discharge. 


During testimony at Larry’s court-mar- 
tial, Special Agent Michael Cote of the 
Naval Criminal Investigative Service said 
unit commanders had asked NCIS to in- 
vestigate the use of the herb early last year 
“because it has been widely abused and 
seen to be a problem.” 

The charges against Larry — conspiracy, 
violation of a general order, and possession 
and distribution of Spice — stemmed from 
that investigation. 

Cote said users claim it can be 80 to 100 
times more potent than marijuana. 

In September, Marine Corps Base Japan 
prohibited the use, possession and distribu- 
tion of Spice and other “legal” drugs on all 
Marine bases in Japan. 

The Army followed suit on Okinawa in 
October, said Chip Steitz, 10th Support 
Group public affairs officer. 

“We have developed a very proactive 
program informing our servicemembers 
and their families about the use of these 
products,” Steitz said. “Concerning specif- 
ic cases, these represent ongoing investiga- 


tions and therefore we cannot discuss issues 
relating to potential punitive actions.” 

The “legal” drugs banned on other bases 
in Japan vary, with Spice specifically listed 
on some, but not others. For example, the 
Navy bans Spice on all of its bases in Japan, 
including its detachment at Misawa Air 
Base, where the Air Force does not specifi- 
cally name spice. 

Kadena Air Base does not name Spice, 
but bans another substance, called Salvia. 

But even if a substance is not specifically 
banned, servicemembers can be charged 
and found guilty under Article 112a. 

The ban of Spice and other “legal” highs 
on Marine and Navy bases in Japan sup- 
plements Secretary of Navy Instruction 
5300.28D, issued in 2005, which prohibits 
abusing lawful substances, such as cough 
syrup and computer keyboard cleaners to 
produce “intoxication, excitement or stupe- 
faction of the nervous system.”

Yokota adopting new base dorm requirements

YOKOTA AIR BASE, Japan 
— Single servicemembers in 
grades E-6 and below moving to 
Yokota this summer will no lon- 
ger be able to live off-base, offi- 
cials announced. 

Under Pacific Air Forces guid- 
ance, Yokota will be adopting a 
policy known as “constrained 
housing,” which mandates that 
all single servicemembers as- 
signed to Yokota in grades E-1 
through E-6 will be required to 
live in the dorms, 374th Airlift 
Wing spokeswoman Ist Lt. Tania 


plaining that before the policy 
change servicemembers in those 
grades had the option to live 
off-base. 

Information regarding the 
policy change has already been 
sent out to unit first sergeants on 
Yokota. 

The policy goes into effect July 
1 and will affect only new troops 
arriving at Yokota, she said. 

“Those already off-base will be 
allowed to stay off-base,” Bryan 
said. Newly arrived married E-5s 
and E-6s will still have the option 
of living off-base. 

Anyone already living off-base 
who is interested in moving onto 


sure; it’s also to increase dorm 
occupancy rates,” Bryan said. 

Yokota has about an 82 percent 
dorm occupancy rate; the PACAF 
goal is 95 percent occupancy. 

Bryan said troops moving onto 
Yokota will be issued individual 
NCO dorm units. The units are 
between 500 and 600 square feet 
with a bedroom, living room, 
kitchen, private bathroom and 
parking space. 

“Overall, this is a good thing,” 
Bryan said. “We’re still taking 
care of our airmen and saving the 
Air Force money.”

NCIS probes 
Yokosuka hoaxes

YOKOSUKA NAVAL BASE, 
Japan — Two bomblike devices 
have been discovered here in the 
past nine months, according to 
the base’s Naval Criminal Inves- 
tigative Service. 

Both devices were ultimately 
determined to be hoaxes and 
contained no explosive residue, 
said a base NCIS agent, who re- 
quested anonymity due to the na- 
ture of his job. 

“Looking at them, they did give 
the appearance of an explosive 
device,” he said. 

The discoveries took place in 
the Ships Repair Facility area of 
the base. The first was found in 
October near the waterfront and 
the second on April 21 near a 
fenced-in power transformer, the 
agent said. 

The base’s explosive ordnance 


disposal team, the security de- 
partment and military working 
dog teams were called to inspect 
the devices. 

NCIS has reached out to the pub- 
lic for information, the agent said, 
by placing posters around the base 
asking people to report any infor- 
mation that might be pertinent. 

NCIS officials said they are 
running the investigation but are 
working closely with law enforce- 
ment agencies. 

“Even though the incident was 
a hoax, it’s a violation of a federal 
law, so it has to be taken seriously 
and investigated as if it was areal 
device,” the agent said. 

Base public affairs specialist 
Ben Avey said Commander Fleet 
Activities Yokosuka is supporting 
NCIS in its investigation but could 
not comment on the case because 
the investigation is ongoing.

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Air Force changes 
fitness standards 





Test will be administered biannually

ARLINGTON, Va. — Begin- 
ning in January, airmen will have 
to take physical fitness tests twice 
a year to help make fitness a way 
of life, Air Force officials said 
Wednesday. 

“Doing it once a year lends us to 
having some [airmen] that they just 
go out and they try to pass that test 
once a year, and we don’t want that 
because that puts them in a risk 
factor for their own health,” said 
Chief Master Sgt. of the Air Force 
Rodney J. McKinley. 

In another change, cardiovascu- 
lar fitness will make up 60 percent 
of an airman’s score, up from 50 
percent, said Lt. Gen. Richard Y. 
Newton III, deputy chief of staff for 
manpower and personnel. The body 
composition component will drop 
from 30 percent to 20 percent. 

Newton described a hierarchy of 
fitness, which took shape after the 
service sought input from fitness 
experts. 

“The hierarchy starts with car- 
diovascular aerobic,” he said. “The 
secondary piece of that is with body 
composition. The third is muscle 
fitness, starting first and foremost 
with the core area, your stomach 
area, and then with push-ups.” 

The tests will be administered 
by civilians at central locations and 
will continue to be pass/fail, requir- 
ing a minimum score of 75 to pass, 
officials said. 

The changes announced Wednes- 
day resulted from an internal audit 
last year that found the Air Force 
needed to do a better job admin- 





istering its fitness program, said 
Brig. Gen. Darrell D. Jones, direc- 
tor of force management policy. 

Following the audit’s release, Pa- 
cific Air Forces made testing more 
neutral by putting PACAF health 
and wellness center staff members 
in charge of administering the test. 

U.S. Air Forces in Europe de- 
cided to wait until the Air Force 
issued a new policy before imple- 
menting sweeping changes in its 
fitness program, USAFE officials 
said at the time. 

One of the audit’s findings was 
that the Air Force was not mea- 
suring waist lengths consistently, 
Jones said. 

“You had a person who was prob- 
ably taping them too tight; some- 
body else may be taping them too 
loose,” said Jones, who will soon 
be major general. 

Full-time test administrators 
will be trained to give the exam 
uniformly, and that should yield 
better results, he said. 

Right now, only 3.77 percent of 
active-duty airmen fail, but the Air 
Force expects that number to go up 
once the new standards go into ef- 
fect, Jones said. 

“Ttll increase because we're 
gonna have consistency and ob- 
jectivity,” he said. “I think initially 
that’s going to drive a higher failure 
rate.” 

But he also said he expected air- 
men to “rise to the challenge to 
meet the new standard.”

Obama taps Westphal for Army undersecretary post 


ORONO, Maine — President 
Barack Obama is tapping former 
University of Maine System Chan- 
cellor Joseph Westphal to serve as 
undersecretary of the Army. 

Obama made the announcement

political science professor, previ- 
ously served briefly as acting sec- 
retary of the Army in 2001, and he 


served as assistant secretary of the

to 2001. In addition, he served on 
Obama’s transition team for the 
Department of Defense. 

Before coming to Maine, he 
served in a number of high-level 
government positions. He most 
recently was provost of The New 
School in New York City.

Sailors can apply points earned 
downrange toward promotions

The Navy has changed its advancement system 
to ensure all sailors have an equal shot at promo- 
tion and are not disadvantaged by tours of duty 
downrange. 

The changes are meant to correct a system in 
which sailors who performed exceptionally well 
at their home stations did not earn award points 
while downrange. Now, sailors who have maxed 
out their award points will be able to apply the ad- 
ditional points earned downrange toward promo- 
tions, officials said. Points are awarded for, among 
other things, commendation medals and citations. 

Before the change, junior sailors could earn a 
maximum of 10 award points, but any additional 
points they earned could not be applied in their 
attempts for advancement. Now, sailors in pay- 
grades E-4 and E-5 can earn a maximum of 12 
award points, including downrange service, and 
E-6 sailors can earn up to 14 award points. 

“Recently, we were presented with situations in 
which sailors who already received the maximum 
award points ... were maxed out and wouldn’t get 
the two points for being in theater,” said Capt. Eu- 
gene Jones, branch head for Enlisted Force Shap- 
ing Plans and Policies in Washington, D.C. “This 
allows those in theater not to be excluded. 

“For quite some time, we have been monitoring 
the advancement rates for in-theater sailors, and 
we were concerned. We want to prevent in-theater 
sailors from being disadvantaged in the advance- 
ment process.” 

The changes apply to sailors deployed for 90 
consecutive days or more to Iraq; Afghanistan; 
Horn of Africa; Guantanamo Bay, Cuba; Joint 
Task Force 515 in the Pacific, and Joint Special 
Task Force-Philippines. 

“This is huge. Any time you can give something 
to those who are putting their lives on the line 
on a daily basis ... it’s important,” said Petty Of- 
ficer 1st Class John Parker, 34, who spent three, 
seven-month tours in Iraq. “They deserve any 
kind of benefit they can get because of the situa- 
tion they’re in.” 

The award points are but one portion of a sailor’s 
overall package for advancement. Other factors 
include test results and performance evaluations. 

The changes, highlighted in a May message to 
troops, come on the heels of other efforts to ensure 
that deployed sailors are not disadvantaged in re- 
lation to their peers. The Navy made changes to its 


Sailors who served in 
Bahrain out-advanced 
their peers Navywide 


Junior sailors at Naval Forces Central Com- 
mand in Bahrain did exceptionally well in the 
last advancement cycle, out-advancing their 
peers Navywide 3-to-1, officials said. 

More than 60 percent of a dozen petty of- 
ficers third class were selected for advance- 
ment, and more than 20 percent of the 66 petty 
officers second class were selected, a result 
that is more than double the Navy average, of- 
ficials said. 

“Tt’s got a little to do with the area, which is 
very conducive for studying,” said Chief Petty 
Officer Thomas Butler Jr., the fleet force ca- 
reer counselor in Bahrain. A majority of the 
sailors serve on one-year, unaccompanied 
tours. “They are away from families and there- 
fore not coming home to the ‘honey-do’ lists or 
something to that effect.” 

Sailors in the intelligence specialist rating — 
the Navy term for job — did better than most, 
Butler said. “They’re working in their rate, 
using high-technology equipment, and they’re 
doing it every day,” he said. 

Navywide, the advancement rate from E-4 
to E-5 (petty officer third class to petty officer 
second class) was 21.6 percent; and the ad- 
vancement rate to E-6 was 9.8 percent.

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House panel orders cuts 


to 2010 defense budget

WASHINGTON — A key House of Representa- 
tives panel ordered a $3.5 billion cut from President 
Barack Obama’s defense budget Tuesday while set- 
ting the stage for big increases for domestic pro- 
grams favored by Democrats. 

In kicking off action on 12 annual spending bills 
that set agency operating budgets, the House Appro- 
priations Committee also unveiled legislation gener- 
ously boosting the House’s own budget while adopting 
a $64.3 billion measure funding the Commerce and 
Justice departments and the space program. 

The flurry of action came as an overdue $100 
billion war funding bill remained stuck in House- 
Senate talks. House Appropriations Committee 
Chairman David Obey, a Democrat, warned that a 
battle over language governing Obama’s planned 
closing of the prison in Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, is 
a main reason the war funding bill is “likely to be 
hung up for some time into the future.” 

Even so, the panel is moving ahead with spending 
bills likely to occupy the House for the next several 
weeks in an effort to get the annual appropriations 
process back on track after years of battles with for- 
mer President George W. Bush. 

Republicans protested the course of spending 
set by Obama and his Democratic allies in Wash- 
ington, including a 4 percent increase for defense 





they deem inadequate. Nondefense accounts, led by 
foreign aid, the Interior Department’s budget and 
transportation and housing programs would get in- 
creases averaging 12 percent, according to Republi- 
can calculations. 

The cuts to Obama’s defense budget will be 
fleshed out when the defense subcommittee unveils 
its bill next month. Tuesday’s action cut the amount 
of money the panel will have to work with. 

The Commerce and Justice bill approved by voice 
vote Tuesday more than doubles the budget for the 
Bureau of the Census as the government ramps up 
for next year’s decennial count. 

In addition, the bill contains about $640 million 
worth of parochial projects sought by lawmakers for 
grants to local law enforcement, anti-gang centers 
and programs to fight methamphetamine, among 
others. 

The measure also would save a program that 
helps states with the cost of incarcerating criminal 
illegal immigrants from Obama’s budget ax. 

Earlier Tuesday, the legislative branch subcom- 
mittee approved a 7 percent increase for Congress’ 
own budget, maintaining a pattern in which Con- 
gress awards itself budget increases easily exceed- 
ing inflation. 

The new budget year starts Oct. 1, though Con- 
gress is unlikely to meet the deadline. Lawmakers 
are optimistic, however, of passing the 12 bills sepa- 
rately by the time Congress adjourns. 


Gates: Russia sees [ran missile threat

WASHINGTON — Prospects 
for a U.S.-Russian partnership on 
a missile defense system have im- 
proved slightly as Moscow grows 
increasingly concerned about 
Iran, Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates said Tuesday. 

He told senators that U.S. of- 
fers to put radar or data exchange 
centers in Russia are among the 
options being discussed. 

Gates recounted a meeting he 
had with Russian Prime Minis- 
ter Vladimir Putin during which 
the then-president “basically dis- 
missed the idea that the Iranians 
would have a missile that would 
have the range to reach much 
of western Europe and much of 


Russia before 2020 or so.” 

“And he showed me a map that 
his intelligence guys had pre- 
pared,” Gates told a Senate Ap- 
propriations panel. “I told him 
he needed a new intelligence 
service.” 

He did not say when the meet- 
ing occurred. 

But Gates added: “The fact of 
the matter is, the Russians have 
come back to us and acknowl- 
edged that we were right in terms 
of the nearness of the Iranian 
missile threat, and that they had 
been wrong. And so my hope is 
we can build on that.” 

Russian and U.S. officials are 
working intensively on a suc- 
cessor deal to the 1991 Strate- 
gic Arms Reduction Treaty, or 


START I, which expires in De- 
cember. Negotiators are aiming 
for some results by July 6-8 when 
Russian President Dmitry Med- 
vedev hosts President Barack 
Obama in Moscow. 

Obama has delayed previous 
plans by the Bush administration 
to build a small missile defense 
system in Poland and the Czech 
Republic, with the aim of inter- 
cepting missiles from Iran tar- 
geted at the West. Russia prefers 
that Washington scrap the system 
altogether. 

Gates called the chance of 
making progress toward a deal 
“somewhat improved” but did not 
explicitly say why, or what con- 
cessions the United States might 
be prepared to make. 
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Third parties foot bill 
for $26M of Pentagon 
employees’ travel

WASHINGTON — Pentagon 
employees have received millions 
of dollars in free travel and lodg- 
ing from foreign countries, trade 
groups and companies with an in- 
terest in shaping policies or doing 
business with the U.S. military. 

Defense officials say the ar- 
rangement is legal, saves tax- 
payers money and is carefully 
monitored to ensure there are 
no conflicts of interest. But gov- 
ernment watchdogs say it allows 
donors to subtly exert influence 
for a small investment compared 
with the potential gain. 

Between 1998 and 2007, hun- 
dreds of outside sources, includ- 
ing athletic shoemaker Nike Inc., 
the Chinese government and 
pharmaceutical giant Johnson & 
Johnson, footed the bill for more 
than 22,000 trips at a cost of $26 
million, according to an analysis 


of government travel disclosure 
records by the Center for Public 
Integrity in Washington. 

The Defense Department is 
allowed to accept paid travel on 
behalf of employees. The event 
must be related to an employee’s 
official duties. Employees cannot 
solicit trips. 

“We have a fiscal responsibil- 
ity to take every opportunity to 
reduce government expenses on 
travel,” said Eric Rishel, a senior 
attorney in the Pentagon general 
counsel’s office. 

But Winslow Wheeler, direc- 
tor of the Straus Military Reform 
Project at the Center for Defense 
Information, says the Defense 
Department should pay its own 
way to eliminate the perception 
of any impropriety. 

“This isn’t even pocket change 
for the Pentagon,” Wheeler said of 
the $26 million. “It’s loose money 
under the couch cushions.”

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U.S.: Afghan airstrike kills militant leader

KABUL— The U.S. military on Wednes- 
day said an airstrike in western Afghani- 
stan killed a militant commander with 
reported links to Iran’s elite military Quds 
Force. An Afghan official said fighting 
elsewhere killed 30 Taliban. 

The airstrike Tuesday in the west- 
ern province of Ghor targeted a warlord 
named Mullah Mustafa, whom the U.S. 
military said was responsible for attacks 
on a nearby highway. The military said 16 
of Mustafa’s men were also killed. 

The U.S. said Mustafa commanded 


about 100 fighters and “reportedly had 


connections to” the Iranian Revolutionary 
Guard’s elite Quds Force, which is known 
to train Shiite militants from Middle East- 
ern countries. 

A U.S. military spokeswoman, Lt. Cmdr. 
Christine Sidenstricker, said that the mili- 
tary was not implying that Mustafa had 
links with Iran’s government, but that indi- 
vidual militants in Afghanistan may have 
links with individual militants in Iran. 

“We’re not implying with this release 
that Iran the state is supporting the Tal- 
iban,” Sidenstricker said. “Our intelligence 
suggests that Mustafa has relations with 
the Iranian Islamic Revolutionary Guard 
Quds Force.” 

Sidenstricker said shec ould not provide 


any more details for security reasons, in- 
cluding whether Mustafa had gotten weap- 
ons, training or fighters from the Quds 
Force. 

The strike was likely carried out by an 
American Special Operations Forces team, 
although Sidenstricker said she could not 
say what force carried out the strike. 

An official in Ghor, deputy Gov. 
Karimuddin Rezazada, said Mustafa had 
links with the Taliban and was behind a 
string of attacks on the highway. 

Taliban extremists are Sunni and 
have in the past been opposed to Iran’s 
government. 

Rezazada said that Mustafa was a Sunni 
Muslim, not a Shiite Muslim like most Ira- 


nians. Asked whether Mustafa had links 
with the Quds Brigade, Rezazada said: 
“Maybe yes, maybe no. We’re not aware of 
that.” 

Western officials have previously ac- 
cused militants in Iran of supplying mili- 
tants in Afghanistan with weapons, but no 
top U.S. official has accused Iran’s govern- 
ment of supporting the Taliban. 

In other violence, a three-day opera- 
tion against Taliban fighters in southern 
Uruzgan province killed 30 militants, said 
provincial police chief Juma Gul Himat. 
Himat said officials found 5,070 pounds of 
explosives during the operation. Two po- 
lice were killed, he said. 


U.S. scales down Iraq detainee operations

The gradual U.S. drawdown in Iraq has cut the 
number of troops running detainee operations from 
two brigades to one, officials said this week. 

As the military seeks to transfer all detainees to 
Iraqi control in the coming month, officials say the 
reduced numbers will affect operations. 

“Tt’s not easy doing the same work with fewer peo- 
ple, but we are committed to being good partners 
with the Government of Iraq and adhering to the 
Security Agreement,” Brig. Gen. David Quantock, 
commander of Task Force 134, which runs detainee 
operations, said in a written statement. 

“The number of detainees in Coalition custody 
continues to reach new lows not seen in years, and 
even with fewer guards and staff, we will continue 
to safely and humanely carry out our important mis- 


sion until we can hand off detention operations to the 
Government of Iraq next year.” 

The number of troops assigned to Task Force 134 
has decreased by 2,186 since Jan. 1, officials said. 

The 89th Military Police Brigade, from Fort Hood, 
Texas, now is in charge of running the day-to-day 
operations at camps Cropper, Bucca and Taji, the 
three major U.S. detention facilities in Iraq. Each of 
those facilities is scheduled to be closed or turned 
over to the Iraqi government by Aug. 31, 2010. 

There are currently 11,057 detainees in U.S. cus- 
tody, down from a high of 26,000 at the height of the 
“surge” of U.S. troops. 

Officials have said that when the total detainee 
population drops below 8,000, Camp Bucca will 
close and all detainees will be held at Camps Crop- 
per and Taji.

Explosion kills about 
oU at an Iraqi market

BAGHDAD — A car bomb 
ripped through a market in 
southern Iraq’s Shiite heartland 
Wednesday as shoppers were 
buying meat and vegetables, kill- 
ing about 30 people and wounding 
dozens more, officials said. 

While the predominantly Shi- 
ite south has been plagued by 
fighting between rival militias, 
massive blasts such this are quite 
rare. The last such bombing was 
in November 2003 when a sui- 
cide truck bomber attacked the 
headquarters of Italian forces 
stationed there. 

The blast, which is the signa- 
ture attack of al-Qaida in Iraq, is 
the latest in a series of high-pro- 
file explosions that have raised 
concerns about a resurgence of 
violence as the U.S. military faces 
a June 30 deadline to withdraw 
from urban areas in Iraq. 

The explosives-laden car deto- 
nated at 9 a.m. in the center of 
the commercial area, according 
to police, in the town of Bathaa, 
near the provincial capital of Na- 
siriyah, about 200 miles southeast 
of Baghdad.

Witnesses blamed lax security 
measures. 

“We never expected such an 
explosion to occur here,” said 
Amir Talib, 28, who witnessed 
the bombing and helped evacuate 
casualties in the aftermath.

“T don’t know how this car got 
through,” he said. “There has 
been negligence and poor perfor- 
mance from police.”

PESHAWAR, Pakistan — In-

No one immediately claimed

The government is trying to 
build public support for offensives 
against the Taliban, and reaction 
was swift with calls for harsh 
punishment for the attackers.

Alleged police brutality 
probed in Great Britain

LONDON — Britain’s police 
watchdog investigated brutality 
allegations Wednesday against 
six London officers who were sus- 
pended over claims they abused 
suspects arrested in drug raids. 

Media reported the officers 
used torture techniques includ- 
ing a variation on waterboard- 
ing, or simulated drowning, and 
dunked suspects’ heads in buck- 
ets of water. 

The Independent Police Com- 
plaints Commission said it was 
investigating “the conduct and 
actions of six police officers dur- 
ing the execution of two drugs 


warrants at addresses in north 
London on November 4, 2008.” 

The Metropolitan Police force 
confirmed the six officers were 
suspended over their conduct 
during the arrests of five people 
in the London borough of Enfield 
in November. The force would not 
comment on the specific nature 
of the allegations. 

London Mayor Boris Johnson 
said the allegations were “ex- 
tremely serious and need to be 
thoroughly investigated.” 

The force said that, if allega- 
tions of wrongdoing were proved 
true, “the strongest possible ac- 
tion will be taken.” 
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U.S., six other nations OK 
Sanctions on North Korea

UNITED NATIONS — Seven 
key nations have agreed on tough 
new U.N. sanctions against North 
Korea for defying the U.N. Se- 
curity Council and conducting 
a second nuclear test, diplomats 
said Wednesday. 

Ambassadors from the five per- 
manent Security Council nations 
—the U.S., China, Russia, Britain 
and France — and the two coun- 
tries most closely affected by the 
test, Japan and South Korea, 
reached agreement on the draft 
U.N. resolution after two weeks of 
closed-door negotiations, the dip- 
lomats said. 

Past sanctions, however, have 
had little effect in dissuading the 
North from pursuing its nuclear 
ambitions. 

The diplomats spoke on condi- 
tion of anonymity ahead of the 
presentation of the draft resolu- 
tion to the 15-member Security 
Council late Wednesday morning. 
Since the draft already has sup- 
port from the five veto-wielding 
members, its adoption is virtually 
certain. 

The draft, obtained by The 
Associated Press, would ex- 
pand an arms embargo against 


North Korea, seek to curtail the 
North’s financial dealings with 
the outside world and freeze as- 
sets of additional North Korean 
companies. 

It would also authorize searches 
of ships on the high seas suspect- 
ed of carrying banned weapons 
and nuclear material pending ap- 
proval from the nation whose flag 
the ship was flying. 

If the country doesn’t give its 
consent — a virtual certainty if 
it was a North Korean ship — the 
flag nation is required to direct 
the vessel to proceed to “an ap- 
propriate and convenient port for 
the required inspection by the 
local authorities.” 

The draft resolution does not 
authorize the use of force to com- 
pel a ship to port. 

North Korea has bristled at any 
talk of sanctions. 

On Monday, Pyongyang’s 
main Rodong Sinmun newspaper 
said the country will consider 
any sanctions a declaration of 
war and will respond to it with 
“due corresponding self-defense 
measures.” 

On Tuesday, North Korea 
said it would use nuclear weap- 
ons in a “merciless offensive” if 
provoked. 


N. Korea reportedly 
using accounts illegally 


SEOUL — South Korea has in- 
formed the U.S. of up to 20 over- 
seas bank accounts suspected of 
being used by North Korea for 
counterfeiting, money laundering 
and other illegal transactions, a 
report said Wednesday. 

The move came as Washington 
considered punishing the North 
with its own financial sanc- 
tions apart from proposed U.N. 
sanctions. 

South Korea gave the U.S. in- 
formation about some 10 to 20 
North Korean bank accounts in 
China and Switzerland at Wash- 
ington’s request, South Korea’s 
Chosun I]bo newspaper reported, 
citing an unidentified govern- 
ment official. 

South Korea’s spy agency, the 
National Intelligence Service, 
the Foreign Ministry and the Fi- 
nance Ministry said they could 
not confirm the report. 

Analysts say North Korea has 
an exclusive department, known 
as Room 39 or Bureau 39, to con- 
trol illicit business activities such 
as counterfeiting, drug smuggling 
and weapons sales.

Suspect, 88, has ties to white supremacist groups

WASHINGTON — An 88- 
year-old gunman with a violent 
and virulently anti-Semitic past 
opened fire with a rifle inside the 
crowded U.S. Holocaust Memo- 
rial Museum on Wednesday, fa- 
tally wounding a security guard 
before being shot himself by 
other officers, authorities said. 

The assailant was hospitalized 
in critical condition, leaving be- 
hind a sprawling investigation 
by federal and local law enforce- 
ment. Washington Police Chief 
Cathy Lanier said the gunman 
was “engaged by security guards 
immediately after entering the 
door” with a rifle. “The second 
he stepped into the building he 
began firing.” 

Law enforcement officials said 
James W. von Brunn, a white su- 
premacist, was under investiga- 
tion in the shooting and that his 
car was found near the museum 
and tested for explosives. The 
weapon was a .22-caliber rifle, 
they added. They spoke on con- 
dition of anonymity, saying they 
were not authorized to discuss 
the investigation just beginning. 

Officials identified the dead 
guard as Stephen Tyrone Johns, 
39, a six-year veteran of the fa- 
cility who lived in Temple Hills, 
Md. Museum Director Sara 
Bloomfield said he “died hero- 
ically in the line of duty.” 

At the White House, just 
blocks away from the museum, 
President Barack Obama said, 
“This outrageous act reminds 
us that we must remain vigilant 
against anti-Semitism and preju- 
dice in all its forms. No Ameri- 
can institution is more important 
to this effort than the Holocaust 
Museum, and no act of violence 
will diminish our determination 
to honor those who were lost by 


building a more peaceful and tol- 
erant world.” 

Von Brunn has a racist, anti- 
Semitic Web site and wrote a 
book titled “Kill the Best Gen- 
tiles,” alleging a Jewish “con- 
spiracy to destroy the white gene 
pool.” 

In 1983, he was convicted of 
attempting to kidnap members 
of the Federal Reserve Board 
and served more than six years 
in prison. He was arrested two 
years earlier outside the room 
where the board was meeting, 
carrying a revolver, knife and 
sawed-off shotgun. At the time, 
police said von Brunn wanted 
to take the members hostage 
because of high interest rates 
and the _ nation’s economic 
difficulties. 

Writings attributed to von 
Brunn on the Internet say the 
Holocaust was a hoax and decry 
a Jewish conspiracy to “destroy 
the white gene pool.” 

The museum, which opened 
in 1993 and has drawn nearly 
30 million visitors, was crowded 
with schoolchildren and other 
tourists at the time of the attack, 
but they all escaped injury in the 
outburst of violence. 

Ashley Camp, 14, of Forsyth, 
Ill., on a field trip with more 
than 40 other students, said she 
heard two or three gunshots. 
Soon after, she recalled, a secu- 
rity guard ordered the group to 
run to the exit. 

“We had to sprint as fast as we 
could out the door,” she said. “I 
thought it was the movie (part 
of a museum exhibit), but then 
everyone started screaming and 
running.” 

The attack was the third in a 
recent wave of unsettling shoot- 
ings that appeared to have politi- 
cal or ethnic underpinnings. 

A 23-year-old Army private, 
William Andrew Long, was shot 
and killed outside a recruiting of- 


Fiat takes helm of 
troubled Chrysler

new owner of most of Chrysler’s 
assets, closing a deal Wednesday 
that saves the troubled U.S. auto- 
maker from liquidation and plac- 
es anew company in the hands of 
Fiat’s CEO.

“Work is already under way on 
developing new environmentally 
friendly, fuel-efficient, high-qual- 
ity vehicles that we intend to be- 
come Chrysler’s hallmark going 
forward,” the new company said.

or almost two years, Beyond the Ruins were the 
metalcore masters of the Okinawa mosh pits. 
By day, they were ordinary Marines. But on Fri- 
day nights, they’d morph, partying like rock stars 
and playing some of the island’s biggest clubs. 

“Go out, get hammered, and play shows,” is how lead 
guitarist John Brooks described a typical weekend in an e- 
mail. “[We] made it a point to have at minimum 6 beverages 
before (and during) a show. Great times!” 

But as anyone who’s seen VH-1’s “Behind the Music” 
knows, the great times never last. 

It wasn’t infighting, drug use or inflated egos that tore 
Beyond the Ruins apart, though. It was the military. 
Brooks and guitarist John Sisich are now stateside. Drum- 
mer Efrain “Tony D” Diaz and bassist Jason O’Hearn are 
deployed to Afghanistan. The only band member still on 
Okinawa is lead singer Mencho Cantu, and his tour ends in 
four months. 

If you’ve seen “Behind the Music,” you know what hap- 
pens next. Some twist of fate rescues the band from obscu- 
rity, makes them relevant again. 

That twist came just weeks after their last Okinawa gig, 
when Playboy named Beyond the Ruins to its Top 10 “Battle 
of the Battle Bands” list. 

“T liked the fact that they are somewhat off the grid,” 
said Jack Boulware, the freelance journalist who wrote the 
article, in an e-mail to Stars and Stripes. “No other band I 
featured had their own MySpace page, or pushed to record 
as Many original songs. Also, they seemed to me to be writ- 
ing and performing music for their peers, not as part of an 
obligation to soothe the eardrums of admirals’ wives at an 
of- ficial luncheon. Although

military musicians. Beyond the Ruins, on the other hand, 
advertises itself as “metal hardcore thrash” on its MySpace 
page. They do covers of metalcore bands As I Lay Dying, 
Killswitch Engage, Atreyu and System of a Down, as well as 
about 10 songs Cantu and Brooks wrote. 

“Personally, I think the Playboy Article was a really big 
punch in the face from reality!” Sisich said in an e-mail from 
San Diego, where he is now stationed. “I knew people loved 
our music and performance, but Playboy!!??” 

“T was stunned that our band was going to be in such a big 
magazine,” he said. “It was a great way to get publicity for 
us. I know we all dream of ‘going big’ one day, and this was 
just the spark of the fire.” 

Boulware found the band by searching the Web for in- 
formation on rock bands connected to the military. He was 
knocked out by the Beyond the Ruins videos he found. 

Noah Schachtman of Wired magazine’s “Danger Room” 
military blog called the band “five trashing, growling, 
screeching, shredding Marines” and said that of the 10 
bands on Playboy’s list, “they’re the only ones liable to get a 
mosh pit going.” 

Sisich hopes to get most members of the band back to- 
gether some day. 

“Our future plans are to reunite in California and show 
Cali what Marine Corps Metal is all about,” he said. 

Okinawa fans of Beyond the Ruins are already mourning 
their loss. 

“The main thing I like about them is that they are a metal 
band that you can understand — at least some of the time,” 
said Andy Stetson, a Marine sergeant stationed on Camp 
Foster. “It’s something that I can listen to and enjoy every bit 
of it, and the energy of their music and shows always pumps 
me up.”

dam Lambert, this season’s “Ameri- 

can Idol” runner-up, has landed the 

cover of Rolling Stone magazine, 

where he talks about sex, drugs and 
his “Idol” experiences. 

The 27-year-old singer from San Diego 
acknowledges in an interview that he’s gay. 

“T’m proud of my sexuality,” he says. “I 
embrace it. It’s just another part of me.” 

Lambert says he was inspired to audition 
for the Fox network singing competition after 
having a “psychedelic experience” at the 
Burning Man festival in Nevada. There, he 
says, he experimented with “certain fun- 
guses.” 

“T knew that it was my only shot to be 
taken seriously in the recording industry, 
because it’s fast and broad,” he says of “Idol.” 

Lambert emerged as an early front-runner 
and judge favorite, thanks in part to his soar- 
ing vocal range. 

When he moved into the show’s Bel-Air 
mansion with the other finalists, he roomed 
with Kris Allen, who won the “Idol” title over 
Lambert last month. 

“T was like, ‘Oh, (bleep), they put me with 
the cute guy,’”” Lambert says. “Distracting! 
He’s the one guy that I found attractive in the 
whole group on the show: nice, nonchalant, 
pretty and totally my type — except that he 
has a wife. I mean, he’s open-minded and lib- 
eral, but he’s definitely 100 percent straight.” 

According to Rolling Stone, Lambert was 
open about his sexuality backstage at “Idol.” 
In March, photos surfaced online of Lambert 
kissing his ex-boyfriend. 

Lambert says he worried that a public an- 
nouncement would overshadow his singing, 
so he decided not to respond and largely kept 
his personal life under wraps on the show. 

“T’m an entertainer, and who I am and 
what I do in my personal life is a separate 
thing,” he says. “It shouldn’t matter. Except it 
does. It’s really confusing.” 

Lambert says he isn’t interested in being 
the poster child for gay rights. “I’m trying to 
be a singer, not a civil-rights leader.” 

Overall, Lambert says he’s quite happy 
with what has transpired in his life lately. 

“T’ve finally checked in to my self-worth for 
the first time in my life, and the fact that it 
has coincided with ‘Idol’ is so sweet,” he says. 
“T still have moments where I think, ‘Oh, my 
skin is terrible, and I’m a little fat, I should 
really go to the gym more.’ But for the most 
part, when I look in the mirror now, I finally 
see someone who can do something cool.”

Click and Clack

This old hunk 
of junk might 
need grounding 


Dear Tom and Ray: 

I have a 1991 Ford F-150. You could use 
up this entire section of the newspaper on 
this hunk of junk. But perhaps you can 
just help me get it started. It won’t turn 
over, despite numerous attempts. I’ve 
taken the battery to AutoZone, and they 
Say it’s good and it’s fully charged. I even 
put it on the charger overnight to be sure. 
When I turn the ignition, it just grunts at 
me. After two or three grunts, all systems 
are unresponsive. Neither the headlights 
nor the radio 
will go _ on. 
Any _ ideas? 
— Steve 

TOM: We'll 
assume | that 
AutoZone is 
right, and 
the battery is 
fine. In which 
case, you have 
either a bad 
connection at 
the battery, or a bad ground. 

RAY: There are two cables that run 
from your battery. One is the positive 
cable, which runs to the starter. The other 
is the negative cable, which is the ground. 

That wire runs to the frame of the truck, 
and from the frame, another wire con- 
nects it to the engine block (the engine sits 
on rubber mounts, so it has to be grounded 
to the frame by wire). 

TOM: And after nearly two decades, 
those connections could be in worse shape 
than my brother’s 401(k). 

RAY: Or you could have so much cor- 
rosion around ANY of these connections 
that the resistance created by that corro- 
sion is simply stopping the current from 
getting through. 

TOM: So start with the terminals right 
at the battery. Give them a good cleaning 
with some sandpaper. 

If that doesn’t fix it, follow the ground 
wire. 

Check all the ground connections, and 
clean or replace as necessary. 

RAY: Or, as we like to say, you can 
“break new ground,” and simply run new 
ground wires to the frame and the engine 
block. Getting yourself properly grounded 
ought to clear this up, Steve.

harbor great expectations of the new 
CTS Sport Wagon and the SRX cross- 
over. Both vehicles are going into pro- 
duction later this summer. 

SRX will be temptingly priced at

Credit card delinquency rate jumps 11%

NEW YORK — Credit card 
holders who in ordinary years 
might have used their tax refunds 
to pay down their balances appar- 
ently spent the money elsewhere 
as the recession deepened in the 
first quarter. 

That’s one of the conclusions 
that may be drawn from data 
showing the delinquency rate for 
bank-issued credit cards rose 11 
percent in the first three months 
of the year, according to credit re- 
porting agency TransUnion. 

The delinquency rate jumped 
to 1.32 percent this year, from 
1.19 percent in the first three 
months of 2008, TransUnion said. 
The statistic measures the per- 
centage of card holders who are 
three months or more past due on 
their payments for cards bearing 
MasterCard and Visa logos, along 
with American Express and Dis- 
cover cards. 

The average total debt on bank 
cards also rose, jumping to $5,776 
from $5,548 last year. 

Balances typically rise in the 
first quarter, as holiday spending 
comes due, said Ezra Becker, di- 
rector of consulting and strategy 
in TransUnion’s financial servic- 
es group. But retail sales results 
showed holiday spending took 
a steep drop. That likely means 
higher balances now reflect con- 
sumers using credit cards to pay 
for necessities, he said. 
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It appears credit card holders didn’t use their tax refunds to pay off debt as predicted. The credit card 
delinquency rate jumped in the first three months of the year, according to credit agency TransUnion. 


“You would have seen a much 
better retail season if people were 
spending on gifts,” Becker noted. 

While delinquency rates typi- 
cally rise in the first quarter, this 
year’s jump was higher, he said, 
in part because tax refunds were 
likely used to cover everyday ex- 
penses as the unemployment rate 
shot up. 

Becker also noted that many 
workers who in past years re- 
ceived bonuses did not get that in- 
come, while others saw overtime 
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wages slip. “A lot of the funding 
that would be available to pay 
down debt has either disappeared 
or was allocated to other uses,” 
Becker said. 

That said, the credit card delin- 
quency rate remains well below 
the 5.22 percent for mortgages in 
the first quarter, meaning card 
holders are trying hard to keep 
their payments current, even 
when other debts go unpaid. “We 
see consumers really putting a 
lot of effort into trying to keep 
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their credit card relationships at 
a healthy status,” Becker said. 

TransUnion measures credit 
card delinquencies at 90 days, but 
tracks mortgage delinquencies at 
60 days. Becker said that is be- 
cause card payments are typical- 
ly much smaller than mortgage 
payments, and it’s easier to catch 
up on past due cards. For people 
in financial distress, it’s much 
harder to produce two mortgage 
payments once they fall behind, 
he explained. 

Not surprisingly, bank card 
delinquency rates remained the 
highest in the states hardest hit by 
the mortgage meltdown: Nevada, 
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Florida, Arizona and California. 

North and South Dakota and 
Alaska, the states with the lowest 
rate of mortgage delinquencies, 
are also the states with the lowest 
credit card delinquencies, Tran- 
sUnion data showed. 

TransUnion, which samples 27 
million consumer records to pro- 
duce its data, expects the rate of 
credit card delinquencies to rise 
for the rest of the year, ultimately 
reaching about 1.7 percent. 

Depending on the impact of 
economic stimulus programs 
and the effects of unemployment, 
TransUnion said the rate of in- 
crease could taper off early next 
year, but the peak is not likely to 
be reached until late 2010 or early 
2011. 

It’s too early to tell how changes 
in credit card regulations and the 
responses by lenders to the new 
law will affect payment rates, 
Becker said. 

Another unknown is what will 
happen when credit becomes 
more available. Becker said the 
number of new cards issued dur- 
ing the first quarter plunged 49 
percent from last year. At the 
same time, there were also wide- 
spread moves by banks to cut 
available credit on existing cards 
in an effort to manage risk. 

“There is a pent up demand for 
credit,’ Becker said. He expects 
some lenders will start issuing 
more cards as soon as statistics 
show the economy is recovering 
from the recession. And even if 
some banks cut the number of 
accounts they open, Becker said, 
“other lenders, we believe, will 
step into that vacuum.” 


Fear of job loss is a 
motivator for many

Her job description says Made- 
line Adams is a social worker. But 
lately she’s begun volunteering 
for tasks she never had before at 
the St. Louis marriage counseling 
agency where she works: plan- 
ning events, ordering supplies, 
stocking shelves. She estimates 
she’s put in hundreds of hours of 
unpaid overtime work. 

Adams isn’t gunning for a pro- 
motion. She just wants to keep 
her job. 

Bosses around the country 
these days are discovering it’s 
not too much ask for a little extra 
help around the office. 

More employees seem to be 
showing up early, forgoing vaca- 
tion time, taking on extra projects 
— and doing it all with a smile 
(whether real or otherwise). 

It’s hard to say just how wide- 
spread the phenomenon is. But 
Labor Department figures show 
workers have sharply boosted 
their productivity over the past 
year as layoffs mounted. Work- 


ers’ output-per-hour jumped 2.7 
percent during 2008 — nearly 
double the increase during 2007 
and triple the increase in 2006. 

The pressure mounted Friday, 
when the government said em- 
ployers cut 345,000 jobs in May, 
and the nation’s jobless rate hit a 
quarter-century high of 9.4 per- 
cent. Fear of being the next lay- 
off is pushing some workers to 
fight harder to cling to their jobs, 
said Bruce Tulgan, founder of 
New Haven, Conn.-based Rain- 
maker Thinking Inc., workplace 
consultants. 

Often, the efforts amount to 
common sense. People dress bet- 
ter and show up early. They say 
nice — OK, flattering — things 
to the boss. And they try to look 
busy. 

“T’ve started to see a sea 
change,” Tulgan said. “A grow- 
ing number of people are saying: 
‘T’ve got to roll my sleeves up and 
do something now.’ They’re find- 
ing ways they can identify prob- 
lems before they happen.”

Palin’s organization

arah Palin, governor of Alaska and 
Sc “Tt” girl, can warm up the Re- 

publican base like a hot toddy in a 
duck blind. But further inside the party or- 
ganization, the air is a little nippy. 

What happened? In a word, bungling. 

Everyone seems to have a Sarah Palin 
story of ignored calls, mishandled invita- 
tions or unanswered e-mail. Disorganized 
is how one might charitably describe the 
Palin operation. 

“Basically, it’s just rude,” says one politi- 
cal operative who is a Palin fan. “They’ve 
been running the great snub machine. 
That’s the reason the boys in the Republi- 
can Party are unhappy with her.” 

That unhappiness has been building 
gradually in the past seven months, and it 
was on full display this week as the party 
faithful gathered for a fundraising dinner 
at which Palin originally was invited to 
speak. She was later uninvited, and Newt 
Gingrich took her place. 

Watching the dinner-speaker spectacle 
develop, then unravel, then redevelop 
(Will she or won’t she speak/attend?) felt 
like watching a middle school romance in 
which a friend tells another friend that so- 
and-so has a crush on you-know-who, but 
don’t tell anybody. A little silly, in other 
words. And embarrassing. 

The “tick-tock” of what happened is 
a byzantine exercise in blame-shifting. 
Briefly, someone in Palin’s “organization” 
accepted the original invitation in March, 
whereupon the dinner hosts issued a press 
release announcing that Palin would be 
the keynote speaker. 

Yay! 

But then, no, Palin had not accepted. In 
fact, the press release was the first she’d 
heard of it. The official story suddenly be- 
came that SarahPAC had jumped the gun 
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and that Palin wasn’t sure she could make 
the event. Enter Newt Gingrich. Then last 
week, so-and-so said she’d like to come, but 
you-know-who said, “We like someone else 
now.” 

There’s more — and stories vary — but 
a common theme emerges: Seven months 
after the election, Palin still can’t shoot 
straight. Unless something changes dra- 
matically and soon, “Missed Opportunity” 
should be the title of her memoir. 

By the time Palin returned to Alaska last 
fall, her popularity and fundraising abil- 
ity were second only to Barack Obama’s. 
Instantly, she was drowning in speaking 
requests. Boxes and boxes of invitations 
stacked up — and went unprocessed. 

Without any effort on her part, 75,000 
to 80,000 fans around the country orga- 
nized pro-Palin groups. Said a frustrated 
Palin promoter: “All she had to do for those 
75,000 people was hold an electronic town 
hall, and she couldn’t get around to it.” 

Of course, it’s not that Palin has nothing 
else to do. But her problem is the same as it 
was a year ago. She isn’t ready. For whatev- 
er reason — skittishness, distrust or, quite 
possibly, executive weakness — Palin has 
been unable to make the transition from 
Alaska politics to the Big Game Hunt of the 
national arena. 

Plenty of experienced people have tried 
to help. Veteran operatives created Sar- 
ahPAC to raise money for staff to at least 
open mail and return phone calls. It was a 
Kevin Costner field of dreams: Create the 
Web site, and they came, all right. The PAC 
raised $400,000 in its first month without 
so much as asking. 

What happened next? 

Nothing. 

“We couldn’t get them to decide on office 
space,” says my source. “You couldn’t get 
them to be professional.” 
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may be her undoing 





Palin’s fiercely independent streak is 
part of her charm but also may be her 
undoing. It’s one thing to campaign on an 
anti-inside-the-Beltway platform. But to 
play in the big leagues, you need people 
who know what they’re doing. 

You don’t flirt and say “yes,” 


and then 
say “no,” and then say “maybe,” and then 
show up expecting a bouquet. The tease 
is a risky business. Palin did get to walk 
across the stage with Gingrich — to appre- 
Ciative applause and a few whistles — but 
she wasn’t allowed to talk. Something about 
upstaging Gingrich. 

Palin also managed to get in a few words 
during an interview with Fox’s Sean Han- 


nity, which aired Monday night during the 
fundraising dinner. But anyone listening 
to both Gingrich and Palin would find pre- 
emption concerns ludicrous. Palin may be 
more fun to watch, but Gingrich dominates 
on the battlefield of ideas. 

Whether Palin can rally her resources by 
2012 remains in serious doubt, even among 
her fans. Said yet another Palin admirer: 
“The problem is, she has had months to get 
it together and they haven’t. They could 
have had an excellent national team and 
state team working seamlessly.” 

But they didn’t.

We can apply 1989's successes to 2009's proposals

e dialed the clock back last week 
WV to June 4, 1989, the day Chinese 
dissidents tried to stand their gov- 
ernment on its ear. About the same time as 
those democratic protests, a half a world 
away democracy was starting to ripple 
across Eastern Europe. In a few short 
months, the Iron Curtain would crumble. 

What a tremendous year 1989 was for 
democracy. 

Not that the movements turned out per- 
fectly. They didn’t in China, and some parts 
of the old Eastern bloc remain problems. 
Still, powerful currents were unleashed 
across the globe that made 1989 arguably 
the most important year for democracy in 
the last century. 

The democratic eruptions that began in 
Poland and Hungary had been simmering, 
going back to Solidarity’s emergence as a 
counter to communism in Poland. Those 
forces finally caused Europe to erupt. 

Picking up the papers every day was an 
adventure in itself. What country would 
capture the headlines next? Romania? 
Czechoslovakia? Tiny Albania? 

I was in Europe at that summer’s end, 
attending a seminar involving moder- 
ate political types from the United States 
and United Kingdom. We met at the U.S. 
Embassy in London on Sept. 1, 1989 — 50 
years to the day after Hitler rolled across 
Poland. 

We naturally looked back toward that 
dark time, but we could feel Europe quak- 
ing as it hadn’t since World War II. The 
democratic risings were palpable, although 
no one could know then that the Berlin Wall 
would fall within weeks. 


Later, some of us met with several Pol- 
ish leaders. Our delegation included a 
few members of Congress, and the Polish 
politicians wanted to communicate their 
views. On a quiet fall afternoon, we sat 
in a conference room as the Polish demo- 
crats spelled out their country’s needs. I 
expected them to say they needed another 
Marshall Plan, but they didn’t. In fact, they 
thought that would have been disastrous. 
Massive amounts of American aid only 
would prop up failing governments and 
state-run industries, they said. 

While some money would help, what they 
really wanted was our expertise in creat- 
ing markets. They had little knowledge of 
running an economy when the government 
didn’t call all the shots, and they had seen 
enough of that kind of waste, corruption 
and inefficiency. 


The moment sticks in my mind because 
there was such a thirst for political and 
economic freedom. 

There are lessons for the Obama admin- 
istration from that time. First, this may be 
an age of government, but government can 
only do so much. It may be that the only ra- 
tional course is for Washington to bail out 
GM, the banks and the housing industry. 
Still, the administration needs to be care- 
ful; government can become a burden, 
too. 

In Eastern Europe, it became an evil 
force. Ours won’t become that, but it can 
become a drag on the economy. The New 
York Times reported last week that rising 
interest rates on the growing federal debt 
could limit the economy’s rebound. 

Second, don’t overreact in a time of 
swirling change. Given his unflappability, 


I worry less about this. Barack Obama ap- 
pears to be as cool a leader as we’ve had. 
Still, it’s worth him remembering how the 
Bush 41 administration calmly handled 
the changes of 1989. 

The steadiness of George H.W. Bush and 
his secretary of state, James A. Baker III, 
allowed democracy to unfold in Eastern 
Europe without bringing the Soviet Union 
back into the game. Bush 41 was criticized 
for not going for the photo-op and dancing 
on the Berlin Wall, but he faded the heat 
and decided not to rub it in Mikhail Gor- 
bachev’s face. 

There’s areason we look back. Big events, 
like those of 1989, often reshape our world. 
And we look back to learn the right lessons. 
Or at least we hope we do.

State: Report overstates 
graduation decline 


V, RICHMOND — Virginia 

officials are disputing a 
report that says the state’s high 
school graduation rate dropped 
over a 10-year period. 

The report, conducted by the 
publisher of Education Week, said 
Virginia had a 73.4 graduation rate 
in 1996, compared with 69.2 per- 
cent in 2006. The statistics used 
by Editorial Projects in Education 
were the latest available to com- 
pare states. 

Virginia Department of Educa- 
tion spokesman Charles Pyle said 
the estimates are flawed because 
they don’t account for student mo- 
bility or ninth-grade retention. 

The state’s own available statis- 
tics show graduation rates went 
from 74.3 percent in 1998 to 73.8 
percent in 2006. 


Awaiting sentencing, 
man faces 8 new charges

Joshua Southwick, 26, and Ash- 
ton Mink, 22, were apprehended 
following two shootouts with North 
Dakota law enforcement, nearly 
two weeks after their brazen es- 
cape from the Perry County De- 
tention Center in Uniontown, Ala. 
Also taken into custody were two 
women authorities said helped the 
men escape, Angela Diana Mink, 
25, and Jacquelin Rae Kennamer 
Mink, 25, Mink’s sister and wife. 
The saga began on May 25, 
when the women allegedly cut the 
electric fence before dawn, appar- 
ently counting on the alarm being 
ignored, authorities said. 
Southwick and Ashton Mink 
were later mistakenly allowed out- 
side the prison by a worker who 
thought they were kitchen work- 
ers, according to a prison official.

Police officer charged 
with 1986 slaying 


C LOS ANGELES — A well- 

regarded, veteran Los 
Angeles Police Department detec- 
tive was arrested in connection 
with the 1986 slaying of her ex- 
boyfriend’s wife, marking one of 
the few times in the department’s 
history that one of its own officers 
has been accused of murder. 

Stephanie Ilene Lazarus, 49, was 
arrested while working at Parker 
Center, the LAPD’s downtown 
headquarters. Police allege that 
Lazarus beat and fatally shot Sher- 
ri Rae Rasmussen, a hospital nurs- 
ing director, according to sources 
familiar with the investigation. 

“It’s very bittersweet. Our goal 
is to always bring people to justice, 
but this is somebody we know,” said 
Deputy Chief Charlie Beck, who 
oversees the detective bureau. 

Rasmussen’s badly beaten body 
was found by her husband in the 
living room of the couple’s sub- 
urban condominium on Feb. 24, 
1986. 

Detectives recently returned 
to the Rasmussen killing, testing 
DNA material allegedly left by the 
killer. The tests showed that it be- 
longed to a woman. 


Charges dismissed in 
racially charged case 


PARIS — A defense at- 

torney says charges have 
been dismissed against two white 
men accused of killing a black man 
in a racially charged dragging 
death in East Texas. 

Attorney Ben Massar said Shan- 
non Finley and Charles Crostley 
were released from jail in Paris 
after a judge granted the special 
prosecutor’s motion to dismiss the 
case. The men had been charged 
with fatally striking 24-year-old 
Brandon McClelland in September 
following a late-night beer run by 
the trio to Oklahoma. 

The case had been unraveling 
in recent months because of a lack 
of eyewitnesses and physical evi- 
dence. Last month, a gravel truck 
driver gave a sworn statement ac- 
knowledging he might have acci- 
dentally run over McClelland. 


Fort Drum to take 
soldier DWI cases 


FORT DRUM — Fort 

Drum soldiers arrested 
for drunken driving will have their 
cases handled in military court in- 
stead of a civilian one. 

The northern New York Army 
post had been publishing the pho- 
tos of offenders in the post news- 
paper since last March, but Fort 
Drum commander Maj. Gen. Mi- 
chael Oates said that strategy to 
deter soldiers from driving drunk 
isn’t working. Oates says there are 
still too many DWI incidents. 

Oates said soldiers arrested for 
drunken driving now will face the 
Uniform Code of Military Justice.

Raines didn’t release the names 
or ages of the woman and her chil- 
dren or say how they died. 

The sheriff said the deaths ap- 
pear to be a murder-suicide, 
but that the case is still under 
investigation.

fl HONOLULU — Maui

res is test-driving a plug-in hybrid 
vehicle to promote cutting back on 
fossil fuel consumption. 

The converted Toyota Prius is 
part of a national study run by the 
Idaho National Laboratory and the 
U.S. Department of Energy. The 
survey has cars in a variety of geo- 
graphic locations to test how they 
do in different environments.

Object flying by plane may 
have been model rocket 


LIBERTY — Investiga- 

tors say a flying object 
that narrowly missed a Continen- 
tal Express plane last month may 
have been a large model rocket. 

The jet’s pilot and co-pilot spot- 
ted the rocket and a long white 
vapor trail shortly after they took 
off from Houston’s George Bush 
Intercontinental Airport on May 
29. The plane was bound for Green- 
ville, S.C. 

Pilots spotted the object at 
roughly 16,000 feet. It was about 5 
to 7 feet long. 

Authorities told the Houston 
Chronicle that no model rocket 
clubs reported having launches 
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that day, and that a permit would 
be needed to launch a rocket that 
high. 

Last year, another Continen- 
tal plane just missed a probable 
model rocket. The first happened 
around Memorial Day last year. 
That plane was flying at about 
4,750 feet. 


Death sentence for man 
behind 5 arson deaths 


C RIVERSIDE — A con- 
victed arsonist was 
sentenced to death for setting a 
Southern California wildfire that 
killed five federal firefighters 
struggling to defend a rural home 
from raging, wind-driven flames. 
Raymond Lee Oyler, 38, was 
found guilty in March of five 
counts of first-degree murder 
for setting the Oct. 26, 2006, 
blaze about 90 miles east of Los 
Angeles. 

The firefighters’ deaths stunned 
the region and some 10,000 people 
attended the memorial service for 
Jason McKay, 27; Jess McLean, 
27; Daniel Hoover-Najera, 20; 
Mark Loutzenhiser, 43; and Pablo 
Cerda, 23. 

Oyler, a former auto mechanic, 
was also convicted of 20 counts 
of arson and 17 counts of using 
an incendiary device for a rash of 
blazes in the area that year. 


Nearly $293,000 found 
in SUV bumpers 


LAREDO — Big bucks in 
the bumpers. 

The search of an SUV at a bor- 
der crossing in Laredo turned up 
nearly $293,000 in undeclared 
cash smuggled in the front and 
rear bumpers. 

U.S. Customs and Border Pro- 
tection announced the seizure of 
the money. The driver has been 
detained and will face bulk cash 
smuggling charges. 

Agents located the funds dur- 
ing a search at the Lincoln-Juarez 
Bridge as the vehicle was bound 
for Mexico. 


Cornell grad student 
charged with killing wife 


SYRACUSE — A Cor- 

nell University graduate 
student from New Zealand has 
been charged in the death of his 
wife, whose body was found along 
a wooded trail in a state park with 
her throat slashed. 

Blazej Kot was charged with 
second-degree murder in the 
slaying of Caroline Coffey, 28, 
a biomedical researcher at the 
Ivy League university, Tompkins 
County District Attorney Gwen 
Wilkinson said. 

Kot, 24, tried to kill himself as 
he was taken into custody, police 
said. He was in stable condition 
and under guard at Robert Packer 
Hospital in Sayre, Pa., where he 
was arraigned. 

Kot was being held without 
bail pending extradition proceed- 
ings, Wilkinson said. His lawyer, 
Joseph Joch, wasn’t available for 
comment, his law firm said. 

Hikers found Coffey’s body 
along a trail in Taughannock Falls 
State Park, a short distance from 
the couple’s home in Ithaca, where 
the Cornell campus is. 

Police began searching for her 
after a chase involving Kot.

SECAUCUS, N.J. — Now comes the hard 
part for the Washington Nationals. 

When they selected pitcher Stephen 
Strasburg with the top pick in baseball’s 
amateur draft Tuesday night, it wasn’t a 
surprise. If they manage to sign him quick- 
ly, it will be. 

Considered one of the most talented 
prospects in the draft’s 45-year history, 
Strasburg boasts a blazing fastball that’s 
been clocked at 102 mph — and some nasty 
breaking stuff, too. 

The right-hander went 13-1 with a 1.32 
ERA this season for San Diego State, lead- 
ing the Aztecs to their first playoff berth 
since 1991. 

“He’s a tremendous pitching package,” 
Nationals acting general manager Mike 
Rizzo said. “We weren’t going to pass on 
the best player in the draft.” 

But signing him might be a major chal- 
lenge for the foundering Nationals, because 
agent Scott Boras is sure to seek a record 
contract that easily exceeds the $10.5 mil- 
lion that pitcher Mark Prior received after 
he was drafted in 2001. 

Teams have until Aug. 15 to sign draft 
choices who have college eligibility remain- 
ing, otherwise they lose their rights. Stras- 
burg just completed his junior season.

“We can do more to boost this event,”

Boston oft 
to best start 


VS. rival

BOSTON — The last time 
the Red Sox beat New York six 
straight times to start the sea- 
son, the Yankees were known 
as the Highlanders and it was 
the bandbox in Boston that was 
brand new. 

Josh Beckett allowed only an 
infield hit in six innings, and 
David Ortiz hit his third homer 
of the year as the Red Sox beat 
the Yankees 7-0 on Tuesday 
night and improved to 6-0 against 
New York for the first time since 
1912. 

“They’ve taken it to us so far 
this year,” said Yankees — and 
former Red Sox — outfielder 
Johnny Damon. “But we have 13 
more, and hopefully we’ll beat 
them sometime soon.” 

The Red Sox beat the New York 
Highlanders in 14 straight to 
start the 1912 season, including 
the first-ever game in Fenway 
Park. Fenway is now the oldest 
ballpark in the major leagues; 
the original Yankee Stadium, 
which was replaced this season 
by a $1.5 billion replica, hadn’t 
even been built yet. 

“You don’t want to be 0-6 
against your rival,’ Yankees 
manager Joe Girardi said. “But 
we are still tied for first place.” 

Beckett (7-2) noted that Alex 
Rodriguez was recovering from 
hip surgery for the first five loss- 
es, “so we'll start counting after 
that.” 

Beckett struck out eight and 
walked two before leaving with 
a 6-0 lead after six innings, hav- 
ing thrown 93 pitches in a steady 
drizzle. The only hit he allowed 
was Robinson Cano’s fourth-in- 
ning grounder to the left of sec- 
ond baseman Dustin Pedroia, 
who slid to come up with the ball 
but couldn’t make the throw that 
had little chance of getting the 
batter anyway. 

It was ruled a base hit by offi- 
cial scorer Mike Shalin. 

“T got to it and I slid about eight 
feet,” said Pedroia, who noted 
that the play was where the 
groundskeepers dumped out the 
infield tarp that covered the field 
before the game started. “That 
didn’t really help me out.” 

Beckett struck out Jorge Posa- 
da to end the inning, then retired 
the last six batters he faced, fan- 
ning three of them, for his third 
consecutive victory. In all, only 
three batters hit the ball out of 
the infield against him. 

Brett Gardner had the Yan- 
kees’ only other hit, off Manny 


Delcarmen in the eighth. 

“Kind of hard to win with 
only two hits,’ Yankees short- 
stop Derek Jeter said. “Beckett 
pitched great. It’s always tough, 
every time we face him. He was 
hitting his spots and we didn’t 
get too many good swings.” 

A.J. Burnett (4-3) allowed 
three earned runs on five walks 
and five hits before leaving with 
two outs in the third and taking 
out his frustrations on a dugout 
watercooler. He gave up Ortiz’s 
two-run shot to straightaway 
center field in Boston’s four-run 
second, when Rodriguez double- 
clutched on a grounder for an 
error that gave Boston an extra 
out. 

Burnett walked Mike Lowell 
to start the inning, then Ortiz hit 
a 2-2 pitch over the high center 
field wall about 400 feet from 
home plate. Responding to the 
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fans’ “Papi!” chants, he came out 
for a curtain call. 

It was the second homer in 
three games for the struggling 
slugger, who hit 54 in 2006 but 
has been moved from third to 
sixth in the Red Sox order as he 
tries to pull his batting average 
above .200. 

On Monday, he went to the 
eye doctor. His vision was pro- 
nounced fine, but he was given 
eye drops to deal with dryness. 

“There’s no getting around 
how important he is to us,” Red 
Sox manager Terry Francona 
said. “When he does something 
like that, I think we feel better 
about ourselves.” 

Nick Green homered and 
added an RBI double for Boston.

Kings choose former Suns coach Westphal

The Sacramento Kings reached an agree- 
ment in principle late Tuesday night for Paul 
Westphal to be their fourth coach in just more 
than three years. 

Westphal, a longtime NBA player and 
coach, went 267-159 during parts of seven 
seasons as coach of the Phoenix Suns and Se- 
attle SuperSonics. He replaces interim coach 
Kenny Natt, who was fired after the Kings 
finished 17-65, the worst record in the NBA 
and in franchise history. 

“We set some parameters at the start of this 
coaching search to look for a successful, expe- 
rienced leader, and Paul certainly meets those 
qualifications,” said Geoff Petrie, the Kings’ 
top basketball executive. “He has a wealth of 
experience in the NBA as both a coach and 
player.” 

Westphal is Sacramento’s latest attempt to 


replace Rick Adelman, who was fired by own- 
ers Joe and Gavin Maloof in 2006 after eight 
straight playoff appearances and winning 
seasons. 

The Kings fired Eric Musselman in 2007 
after one tumultuous season, and NBA coach- 
ing newcomer Reggie Theus barely made it 
into his second campaign before being fired 
last December. Natt wasn’t retained after fin- 
ishing a miserable season with Sacramento, 
which even slipped to the No. 4 draft slot in 
last month’s lottery. 

Westphal’s impressive NBA coaching re- 
cord includes one trip to the finals with Phoe- 
nix, but he has spent just one season on an 
NBA bench since late 2000, as an assistant in 
Dallas in 2007-08. 

“Tm really excited,’ Westphal said in a 
news release from the Kings. “This is a great 
opportunity, and I really appreciate the confi- 
dence the Maloofs and Geoff Petrie are show- 
ing me. I can’t wait to get to work.” 


Westphal spent the season as the Maver- 
icks’ executive vice president of basketball 
operations after his one-year stint as an assis- 
tant. He first interviewed for the job in Sac- 
ramento three weeks ago, and the Kings also 
spoke to Eddie Jordan, Kurt Rambis and Tom 
Thibodeau before additional interviews with 
Westphal. 

Westphal led the Suns to the NBA Finals in 
his first season as coach in 1992-93, and Phoe- 
nix made the playoffs two more times before 
the club dismissed him during the 1995-96 
season. He took over the Sonics in 1998, reach- 
ing the playoffs in 2000 before getting fired 15 
games into the following season. 

He had less success during five subsequent 
seasons at Pepperdine, where he went 76-72. 
He dabbled in broadcasting before joining the 
Mavericks in 2007. 

The former first-round draft pick from 
Southern California also played 12 NBA sea- 
sons with four teams.

had just three rebounds, and the 
Lakers were only 16-for-26 from 
the line. 

For a while, it appeared the 
Magic couldn’t or wouldn’t miss. 

From 20 feet, swish. From 10 
feet, nothing but net. Layups, run- 
ners, banks, pull-ups, didn’t mat- 
ter. You name it, if it went up, and 
more times than not it went in. 

“We lost this game on the de- 
fensive end,” Bryant said. “We 
had been playing very good de- 
fense and the team tonight shoots 
62 percent from the field.” 

Despite Orlando’s spectacular 
shooting, the Lakers went into the 
fourth quarter down just 81-75. 

After Pietrus was long with 
a wide-open three, Gasol was 
fouled at the other end and made 
two free throws to make it 99-all 
with 2:41 remaining. 

“Oh, boy,’ muttered one fan 
near the media section. 

But Pietrus calmed fears by 
dunking in a rare miss to put the 
Magic up two, and when Lewis hit 
a jumper — it was called a three 
but replays showed his right foot 
was on the line — Orlando was 
up 104-101. Bryant then had a 
chance to pull the Lakers within 
one, but made only one of two free 
throws. 

The Lakers got the ball back 
but Bryant, who scored 17 in the 
first quarter and 21 by halftime, 
tried to do too much on the next 
possession. He crossed over to 
get past Pietrus, but Howard, the 
league’s defensive player of the 
year known mostly for his blocks 
underneath, made like a point 
guard and tipped the ball away. 
Pietrus was fouled and made both 
to make it 106-102. 

“It’s disappointing,”  Bry- 
ant said. “I’m used to coming 
through in those situations. The 
team trusts me to come through 
in those situations and it just 
didn’t happen tonight. Just got to 
bounce back.”

returns to 
PGA Tour

MEMPHIS, Tenn. — An emo- 
tional Phil Mickelson returned 
to the PGA Tour on Wednesday, 
trying to keep some normalcy in 
a life that has been turned upside 
down by the discovery that his 
wife has breast cancer. 

Mickelson will play the St. Jude 
Classic, which starts Thursday, 
and then return to Bethpage Black 
on Long Island for the U.S. Open. 
He is a popular figure in New 
York, and the runner-up to Tiger 
Woods at Bethpage in 2002. 

He isn’t sure what to expect 
from his game this week or next. 

“T’m not playing just to play,” 
Mickelson said, whose white cap 
featured a patch in the shape 
of a pink ribbon, the symbol of 
breast cancer. “Bethpage is a golf 
course that suits my game. I love 
that course. Obviously, I’m play- 
ing because I believe I can win. 
That’s the goal.” 

Mickelson was at Bethpage on 
Tuesday for a practice round. 

His voice cracked at times 
Wednesday while talking about 
his wife, Amy, one of the most 
popular figures on the PGA Tour. 

He said the cancer was discov- 
ered early enough that she won’t 
have to rush into surgery or make 
quick decisions. He expects sur- 
gery the first week in July, and 
only then will they have a better 
idea what they are facing. 

Mickelson sounded as though 
he would play more than the U.S. 
Open. He just wasn’t sure what 
tournaments. 

“Throughout this year, we'll 
have a lot of treatment,” he said. 
“We’ll try to do normal things, 
like playing golf tournaments.” 

His three children are going 
camping with their grandparents 
this week, while Amy spends time 
with her closest friends. Mickel- 
son said it was unlikely she would 
be at the U.S. Open — the first 
major she has missed — because 
of the emotion. 

“Tt’s difficult to face a lot of 
people ... when you’re seeing peo- 
ple crying,” Mickelson said. 

Mickelson has done his crying 
alone. 

Supremely confident on the 
golf course, Mickelson said the 
emotions of watching his wife 
deal with breast cancer are new 
to him. 

“T’ve never felt this emotion,” 
he said. “T’ll be driving alone and 
start crying. It’s weird.” 

Golf has been part of their lives 
for the 16 years they have been 
together, and Mickelson is curi- 
ous to see how he can separate a 
wife coping with cancer and the 
concentration required inside the 
ropes. 

“T’m looking forward to the four 
to five hours,” he said, “where Ill 
be able to focus on something 
else.”

Floyd quits USC amid payoff claims

LOS ANGELES — Tim Floyd 
took Southern California’s basket- 
ball program from also-ran status 
to three consecutive NCAA tour- 
nament appearances. Now he’s 
gone, having resigned amid alle- 
gations that he paid to have O.J. 
Mayo delivered to the Trojans. 

Floyd submitted a one-para- 
graph letter to USC athletic di- 
rector Mike Garrett on Tuesday, 
saying he was quitting after 
four seasons because he no lon- 
ger had full enthusiasm for his 
job. “I accept Tim’s decision and 
wish him well,” Garrett said in a 
statement. 

Floyd’s departure signals an- 
other reversal of fortune for the 
basketball program since the sea- 
son ended. In May, YahooSports. 
com reported that Louis Johnson, 
a former associate of Mayo’s, told 
federal and NCAA investigators 
that Floyd paid $1,000 in cash 
to Rodney Guillory, who steered 
Mayo to USC. Johnson, a former 
associate of Guillory, has alleged 
that Guillory received hundreds 
of thousands of dollars from a 
sports agency that he partially 
funneled to Mayo. 

Mayo played one season for 
the Trojans before leaving for 
the NBA. He plays for the Mem- 
phis Grizzlies. Floyd has never 
addressed the allegations involv- 
ing Mayo. If the NCAA can prove 
Floyd paid to have Mayo delivered 
to USC, that would be a major 
violation. The Trojans could be 
forced to forfeit victories, and 
they could face recruiting restric- 
tions and lose scholarships. 

Floyd, 55, had an 85-50 record 
at USC. Last season, he guided 
the Trojans to their third consec- 
utive NCAA tournament appear- 
ance — a first in school history. 
Floyd’s other college stints were 
at Iowa State, New Orleans and 
Idaho. His college record in 16 
years was 328-180. He coached 
the NBA’s Chicago Bulls from 
1999-2002 and the New Orleans 
Hornets from 2003-04.

A-Rod tell-all 
off best-seller lists 


NEW YORK — Remember 
that tell-all book about A-Rod? 

Just a month after making 
headlines with its allegations that 
the New York Yankees star likely 
used steroids in high school, Sele- 
na Roberts’ “A-Rod: The Many 
Lives of Alex Rodriguez” has 
vanished from best-seller lists. 

Publishedinearly May by Harp- 
erCollins with an announced first 
printing of 150,000, “A-Rod” has 
sold just 16,000 copies, accord- 
ing to Nielsen BookScan, which 
tracks about 75 percent of indus- 
try sales. The book sold 11,000 in 
its first week, then quickly faded. 

At the Rizzoli Bookstore in 
midtown Manhattan, “A-Rod” 
has sold two copies. Twenty- 
seven copies have sold at Posman 
Books, based in Grand Central 
Terminal, but none in the past 
two weeks. 

“T don’t think he’s ever been 
embraced by serious fans,” Logan 
Fox, a manager at Posman, said 
Wednesday. “He’s still consid- 
ered an outsider.” 

“A-Rod” fell off The New York 
Times’ hardcover list of non- 
fiction best-sellers after three 
weeks, peaking at No. 9 in late 
May. As of Wednesday afternoon, 
the book ranked No. 2,904 on Am- 
azon.com. 


Prosecutors plan to drop 
Mclintyre’s exposure charge 


WEST PALM BEACH, Fla. 
— A misdemeanor exposure 
charge against Buffalo Bills 
fullback Corey McIntyre will 
be dropped after authorities 
say a witness offered question- 
able statements. 

The State Attorney’s Office 
said Wednesday the victim’s 
identification of McIntyre as 
the suspect was questionable, 
and prosecutors planned to file 
paperwork to drop the charge.

PITTSBURGH — Every kid growing up 
with a hockey stick and a notion of being an 
NHL player wants to be in Game 7 of the 
Stanley Cup finals. Sidney Crosby always 
did. Tyler Kennedy estimates he played a 
thousand Game 7s in his driveway. 

The Detroit Red Wings insist they can’t 
wait for this one Friday night, back in the 
arena where they rarely lose and the Pitts- 
burgh Penguins appear hesitant and a bit 
intimidated. 

They’re not entirely convincing when 
they say it. 

No doubt the Red Wings didn’t want to 
take it this far after dominating three of 
the first five games, yet Pittsburgh’s des- 
peration 2-1 victory Tuesday in Game 6 ex- 
tended a flighty finals in which almost no 
game resembles the one before it. 

That’s what must worry the Red Wings 
more than a little, despite their 11-2 scor- 
ing edge against Pittsburgh at home and 
the 11 Stanley Cup championship ban- 
ners that hang from the Joe Louis Arena 
rafters. 

Nothing seems to be going as scripted, 
such as third-line forwards Jordan Staal 
and Kennedy scoring Pittsburgh’s goals in 
Game 6, so who’s to say what will happen 
in Game 7. 

“We’ve got an amazing opportunity 
here,” Crosby said after the Penguins took 
a 2-0 lead early in the third, then held off 
surge after surge from Detroit. 

A year ago, the Red Wings paraded with 
the Stanley Cup in Mellon Arena after win- 
ning 3-2 in Game 6. This time, with the Cup 
in the building again, the Penguins made 
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Magic shoot lights out, 
take Game 3 to cut 
Lakers’ lead, Page 30

certain the silver trophy wasn’t handed out 
on the silver anniversary of franchise icon 
Mario Lemieux being drafted in 1984. 

“We weren't thinking about last year at 
all,’ Crosby said. “But we found a way to 
survive. And now it’s anyone’s game. It’s 
going to be a great challenge.” 

For both teams. The Red Wings can 
win their fifth championship in the past 
dozen seasons, a wave of success that no 
other team in the four major American pro 
sports leagues has duplicated during that 
time. 


“Going back at home, I think we feel 
pretty comfortable,” Darren Helm said. 

And the Red Wings should, given their 
11-1 record there in these playoffs. Also, 
the home team has won each of the past 
six finals Game 7s dating to 1987, and no 
road team has raised the Cup following a 
Game 7 since Montreal in Chicago in 1971. 
That’s the last time a team lost the first two 
games on the road, as the Penguins did, 
and recovered to win the Stanley Cup. 

Still, there’s this for the Red Wings to 
think about: Two rounds ago, Pittsburgh 


also lost the first two games on the road, 
then went into Washington for Game 7 and 
won 6-2. 

“Game 7 is a one-game, winner takes the 
trophy home,” Penguins coach Dan Byls- 
ma said. “Who can put the other guy back 
on their heels? Who can capitalize on the 
power play? ... I don’t have a lot of experi- 
ence, but we just gave ourselves an oppor- 
tunity that we didn’t have before. That’s 
one game for the Stanley Cup.”
